SCHOOL REPORT. 
— +0 930 SEEESo— 


Upon the sixteenth of March, 1889, our citizens met to hold 
their annual school meeting and elect a Board of Education. 
When the present School Board were informed of their nomina- 
tion, they immediatly declined, and did not accept it until they 
were corivinced it was for thet benefi of the town. 

Knowing full well that our predecessors had many times beem 
condemned and criticised unjustly, we fully realized the work 
we were undertaking. Having put our hands to the wheel, we 
determined to labor to the best of our judgment and for the in- 
terest of the town. 

The office being new to us we should have indeed found it 
uphill work if the retiring Board had not lent a mgs hand, 
and to them we extend our sincere thanks. 

The schools have been unusually large, the attendance has 
been good and the interest manifested by the pupils worthy of 
commendation. The Grammar and North Primary have been 
interrupted, the first and last term, by sickness. 

Believing it is best to retain the same teachers throughout the 
year, have endeavored to do so, as far as possible. 

While our teachers have not been perfect, they have labored 
for the interest of the scholars and deserve the thanks not only 
of the Board but of all interested in our schools. 

We have made an attempt to grade the schools and if by so 
doing some have not been able to advance as rapidly as they 
~would have liked, we believe it will be for the best in the end; 
staunchly believing that it is necessary to have a good foundation 
to build upon in order to ever make a successful scholar. We 
would urge the parents and citizens to visit the schools often and 
not to condemn them until they have done so. | 

At the last term of the legislature an act waspassed to supply 
the schools with free books. This took effect the first of Jan. 
1890, but we did not deem it advisable to make any changes 
until Spring. We would urge our citizens to weigh the matter,

of raising money for this purpose, well, as it willbe necessary 
to make some changes and of course take quite a number of 
dollars. __ 

You will notice that the amount paid for repairs and school 
supplies exceeds that of last year, it has all been necessary how- 
ever and not been expended without forethought. 

There are talented scholars in our schools, and as it is natural 
for all to be stimulated and encouraged by words of praise and 
offers of assistance ; do not fail te extend the same to your children 
in their school studies. 

To the friends who so kindly donated prizes, we tender our 
thanks. The parents and scholars have made our duties less 
burdensome by their respect and pleasent words. We have 
enjoyed visiting the schools and take a personal interest in all of 
the scholars. Hoping our errors willbe overlooked, we return 
our many thanks to all who have aided us.
